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The Movimiento Nacionalista Revolucionario Villarroslista (MNRV),* a new faction 
of the Movimiento Nacionalista Revoluctionerio (MNR), ia reportedly the product 

of the personal ambitions of its leaders. It is believed that there are no funda= 
mental differences of principle between the MNRV and the main body of the MIR, 
although the new faction, in its initial public proclamation, claimed to be in 
upposition to the violent and totalitarian methods of the MNR and Paz Estenssoro.** 


Souree reports that all of the officers of the MIKV have previously been expelled 
from the MIR. Most of these individuals expressed approval of a written statement 
issued in November 1948 protesting the expulsion of Alberto Taborga from the MIR.*** 


The organizers of the MNRV are not strong personalities and do not have any large 
popular following, with the exception of Alberto Taborga.**** He has recently, 
hovever, been serving as an informer for the police, and this fact has been sus- 
pected in MIR circles. 


The MNRV intends to put forward eandidates in the congressional elections in May 
and has tentatively decided to ran Alberto Taborga and Julian V. Montellano for 


deputies for La Paz.
